The average 
width of the city is about seven miles. 
Along the frontier northerly ‘and 
southerly the ground rises to consid- 
erable heights, but the populous and 
business part of the city lies gen- 
erally along the river, which one 
weuld say from an inepection of the 
map must be nearly if not quite 
twenty miles from the point of enter- 
ing the barriers on one side to leav- 
ing them on the other. 

rdimariiy the Seine runs from fif- 
toon to thirty feet below the parapet 
of the wall of solid masonry which 
protects the city from the stream on

There are thirty-five bridges span- 
ning the river from ite entrance at the 
easterly edge of Paris to its departure 
from the city limits westerly.

Boycotting the British. 


And tbis brings me to the new boycott which was re- 
cent'y instituted against the British steamers on the 
Yangtse-Kiang I am told that some of the compa- 
nies are losing a thousand dollars a day, and that the 
Chinese are refusing to ship by them because a certain 
deck passenger died from a kick given by one of the 
Steamship ticket collectors. The British are much 
alarmed about the matter, and ure doing all they can 
to appease the Chinese. 

The first great boycott against foreigners was that 
imposed upon the Americans, two or three years ago. 
The merchants of the largest cities then bound them- 
Selves not to buy American goods, and imposed a pen- 
alty of $40,000 upon any member of their organization 
who did so. After this boycott was raised, the trou- 
ble with the Japanese caused by the importation of 
arms on the Tatsu Maru was instituted, and it was con- 
tinued until it cost Japan many millions of dollars. 
About six months ago a Chinese official told .me that 
the damages to Japanese trade had already aggregated 
more than forty millions, and that the guilds of Can- 
ton had sworn to make them one hundred and fifty 
millions before they got through. That boycott was 
most powerful at Canton. The people there would use 
nothing Japanese. The women had anti-Japan clubs 
and the merchants refused to ship in Japanese steam- 
ers. Ths loss of trade created financial distress all over 
Japan, and the government officials at Tokio were at 
a loss as to how to handle the situation. Said one of 
them to me: 

“We cannot fight the Chinese because they will not 
trade with us. The powers would not stand for a war 
of that kind, and we are practically helpless. This is 
so because the United States knuckled down and per- 
mitted the first boycott. Had she acted otherwise she 
might have stopped Chinese boycotting forever“ 

“But how could she do that?’ 

“Easy enough then, although not at all now with the 
precedent established. I was in Peking at the time the 
boyeott was started, and I told your minister, Mr. 
Rockhill, how he could stop it. Said I: 

“What your government should do is to make a firm 
Stand against the boycott, and at the same time send a 
gunboat or so along the coast under pretense of sur- 
veying the waters. The ships should stop at the islands, 
and now and then make an expedition off through the 
country. The Chinese will become alarmed, but the 
nava! officers caa tell them that they are merely sur- 
veying for science, adding at the end of each reply a 
significant question as to what China intends to do as 
to the boycott. The government will fear that the 
United States is about to retaliate, and an edict will be 
sent forth that the boycott must be stopped.“ 

“And what did Mr. Rockhill say to that?“ I asked. 
“Oh, replied the Tokio statesman, “he had not enough 
backbone to try it. He said he had no doubt but that 
the plan would work, but that he did not dare to suggest 
it. When I asked why not, he significantly said: ‘I 
don’t dare to do it. I don’t dare. Our Teddy would 
jump at it in a minute.’ 

“And,” concluded this man, “I have no doubt but 
that President Roosevelt would have jumped at it: and 
had he done so there would have been no further trou- 
ble as to American goods and none as to other foreign 
goods in the future. As it is now the psychological! 
moment has passed, and not you only, but also we and 
all others must get on our knees to these boycotting

Ridding the Opal Superstition. 

The tendency of late to rid the opal of the foolish 
superstition that has clung to it for so many years is 
the result of a reform movement begun by the jewelers 
and art workers who appreciate its great beauty. At 
first the opal was not considered to be in any way con- 
nected with misfortune, but was supposed to embody all 
the virtues of the other stones, as it contained al! their 
colors. It was also believed to share with the turquoise 
the sympathetic power of revealing the owner's state of 
health. If it turned pale the owner was ill, and if it 
brightened up perceptibly he was on the road to recov- 
ery. 

The opal's reputation for misfortune dates back about 
six or seven centuries, when it was used in the crown 
of a reigning prince. Through some chemical process 
the stones began to contract and finally dwindled away 
and fell out of their setting. This bad omen, followed 
by the destruction of the principality, resulted in the 
condemnation of the opal.—[{New York Tribune.

HUNTING THE RORQUAL. 


WHALE OFF NEWFOUNDLAND COAST—WHALERS’ 
EQUIPMENT AND WEAPON.J 


[New York Sun:] The fluctuations of the whaling in- 
dustry in Newfoundland are most amazing. A little 
over ten years ago, on June 2% 1898 the first whale was 
killed by modern methods in these waters, and yet 
within five years the flotilla grew from one steamer to 
eighteen, and the annual kill from forty-three to 1478. 
The result was a slump, after conditions akin to those of 
the “South Sea Bubble” or the “Dutch Bulb mania” be- 
ing created in a mild form. The industry went to 
pieces in a single year or two, nearly all the steamers 
were sold off, and $1,500,000 was hopelessly lost. 


One concern had expended $70,000 in the purchase of 
a steamer, the building of a Whale factory,” and the 
operation of these for two years, and never killed a 
whale at all, says P. J. Magrath in Canada. Another 
lost a simflar amount and had a catch of but four fish; a 
third caught only eight, when it required at least sixty 
to make the venture pay, and it had paid so well a year 
or two before that dividentis of 35 to 50 per cent, were 
realized. Now the industry is recovering again, and the 
few concerns that have survived stand to make a sub- 
stantial profit. 

Scientists tell us that the whale is not a fish, but an 
aquatic mammal that can remain below water only a 
brief period, as it must relieve its respiratory organs. 
It suckles its young as do the beasts of the field; it is 
warm-blooded, and its flesh is like meat. The whole 
family consists of two groups—the toothed whales and 
the bone whales. Of the former are the cachalot or sperm 
whale, famed for its spermaceti or cetaceum, and the 
orca or killer while, which, like the other, yields a lib- 
eral supply of oil as well from its blubber-coated car- 
cass. Of the bone whales there are the bowhead or right 
whale, the monster of the north, and the rorqual or 
racer whale of the temperate regions. 

The bowhead inhabits the arctics and the cachalot the 
tropics. The cachalot and bowhead in these torrid and 
frigid waters of the globe have been hunted remorse- 
lessly by whalemen for centuries, but the rorquals, which 
are much speedier, have enjoyed a comparative immu- 
nity. Some thirty years ago the Norwegians utilized 
steam vessels for hunting them, and finding that the old 
style of putting out rowboats to harpoon them was not 
feasible devised a harpoon gun, fired from the bow of 
the vessel and carrying an explosive charge, which made 
the chase and slaughter of these leviathans much eas- 
ier. 
For the hunting of the rorqual a steamer of about 100 
tons is used, a stanch steel boat, making twelve to four- 
teen knots, and equipped with powerful machinery for 
“playing” the fish. She employs a crew of ten men, and 
has a mortar-like gun working on a swivel on her bow. 
Into this is fitted a harpoon, attached to a light but 
strong rope and “carrying” for about 100 feet. 

The rorquals, unlike the bowheads or the cachalots. 
are not easily frightened, and the steamer when she 
sights one ora herd steals slowly up on her quarry, and 
when within firing range lets fly this projectile, which 
usually pierces its way into the mighty carcass, the har- 
poon head being hollow and filled with gunpowder, ex- 
ploded by a time fuse. This ordinarily bursts in the 
body of the huge fish, inflicting injuries so serious that 
the victim speedily dies. But occasionally the harpoon 
fails to strike a vital part, or it passes through the 
whale’s body near the tail and bursts in the water on 
the other side. In such cases, the wounded whale will 
speed away at an amazing rate, towing the steamer be- 
hind as if only a cockboat. 

There is one instance recorded of a huge blueback 
towing a whaler in this fashion for twenty-six hours and 
covering some 200 miles before being weakened suff 
ciently to enable the vessel to approach and put an- 
other shot into the creature, which ended its activities. 
Instances are more common of steamers being towed for 
ten or twelve hours, and there is one case where a 
whaleship was for several hours wrestling with two 
wounded whales in this way and being so seriously 
damaged that she had to go into dock and effect sub- 
stantial and costly repairs. 

The whaleman's harpoon is a terrible one. 
the explosive head are four flukes, 
against the sides of the shank when the harpoon is be 
ing fired, but which after it has entered the whale and 
the huge fish jerks on the holding rope when struck 
start out grapnelwise and prevent the whale from tear- 
ing itself away from the deadly contrivance in its furt- 
ous movements after being struck. 

At other times it lasts for an hour or so, sounding 
the ocean's depths or bounding high out of the water 
in its agony. The whales are to be seen in hundreds on 
the Grand Banks all the summer through, where they 
play among the fishing schooners, utterly indifferent to 
the presence of vessels or skiffs. A single ship has 
killed as many as six whales in a day, and in the pres- 
ent season the best record (twenty-four fish for a week) 
was made.

ARRICKBEG, which lies close by the waters of 

the Suir, has all the rambling characteristics of 

an Irish village of ancient date. It is in large 
part composed of straggling bits of streets whose 
houses are cabins, one-storied, and thatched. Half a 
dozen such houses, joined to one another, suddenly 
Springing up, run a little way up a steep hill—and then 
suddenly stop. At another spot three or four neat, lit- 
tle, whitewashed, small-windowed cots cross the hill 
face, looking calmly down upon part of the village that 
lies below, and on the sleepy waters that scarcely flow, 
down the Suir. 

A box of matches, a few pipes crossed, and a bottle 
of sweets in an occasional window indicate that within 
is a shop. Along the little streets, where range these 
cottages, is none of the noise, and little of the stir, 
which commonly indicates the marts of trade. Yet 
probably when the market day comes round, and blue- 
coated farmers pour in, and hooded women, and rosy- 
cheeked gi-is driving asses and carts, this village has 
a bustle that it is proud of, and the little shops drive 
4 roaring trade, disposing of many a shilling’s worth 
before night. When the road which came along the 
Suir’s waters from the east and lost itself among the 
little streets, found itself and emerged again on the 
western side, many little cottages, loth to leave the 
village, and yet loth to be in it, straggled onward, ac- 
companying on its way the west-going road. In one of 
these cottages, which, unlike its fellows, was slated and 
inclosed by a diminutive wall and overshadowed by 
two big sycamore trees, I found Masry O’Brien, a fine 
old lady who, in her eighty-ninth year, loved to dwell! 
upon the happeniags of three-quarters of a century ago. 
More dearly, however, did she love to dwell upon Irish 
happenings of sixty years ago—of the brave men and 
stirring events of Young Ireland of the Forties—a part 
of which she was. Mary had been a weaver in her day, 
but now she wove no more, for though age has not yet 
made decrepit this healthy, hardy woman, her eyesight 
has nigh deserted her. Yet did the dimming eyes light 
up when I spoke to her of patriotic events in which, as 
a young woman, she had been an actor. 

When I mentioned the name of John Mitchell, she 
let the floodgates of her memory fly open, peuring forth 
a rich and teeming tide of reminiscences. The house of 


Mary's mother in Coolnamuck had been the raliying-: 


place of all the active spirits of the Young Leland 
movement in this portion of Ireland—and to it from 
time to time came one or another of the brave men 
whose names are now proudly enshrined in Erin's 
story. It was this particular portion of the country 
that was chosen for striking the first blow in the ‘48 
rising; and accordingly to her mother’s house John 
Mitchell sent the green silk flag that, being unfurled, 
was to have proclaimed Ireland a nation again. The flag 
was, alas! never unfurled. Folded and laid away at the 
bottom of her chest of drawers Mary O’Brien still care- 
fully keeps this preciors treasure. As a special favor to 
me, she had a friend search for it and bring it out and 


and again and again she wished that wo had such men. 
and such poets, now, She _ recalled the passing of 
Thomas Francis Meagher, and the roaring, cheering 
crowds that rolled along the roads with him, before and 
behind, and on each side, men shouting, and girls wildly 
waving shawls and neckerchiefs, and women holding 
their babes aloft that they might see and tell their 
children’s children in after days of the yeople’s hero 
and idol. Yet, though the spirit of the days which Mary 
loved to recall be not now much in evidence in Carrick- 
beg, it only sleeps; it is not dead. Tae flames ure 
smouldering, and its gleam is to be caught here and 
there by the earnest searcher who would warm his 
hands by the glow of old patriotism. 

Even in this sleepy old town I found the green wood 
catching sparks from the dying embers of the old. In 
the moulded, broken-down house that still retained 
more than a hint of former stateliness, [ found a little 
band of the young men and women gathered by lamp- 
light in a bare room whose walls were grotesquely dis- 
figured by the damp stains—seated around a deal table, 
planning, in low solemn voices, how Erin, desolate and 
downtrodden, was to be comforted and lifted up and 
made once more a proud nation among earth's proud- 
est. They were a little band of Gaelic Leaguers who, 
most of them working boys and girls, came together 
here after their day's hard toil, and studied the lan- 
guage of their country, and learned its songs, and its 
dances, and taught these to others, and devoted much 
time to the fostering and furthering the industries of 
Ireland—by which means were to be preserved to Ire- 
land the brawn and the brain and the young blood, of 
which our sorrow-stricken nation was being fast de- 
prived. 

Just over the way from the broken house in which 
this little patriot band devoted their spare hours to work 
for their country, I saw a splendid house, the property 
of a social club whose object was pleasure and luxury, 
and whose members had means and money, and some 
of them rank, and all of them power, and I thought of 
the contrast—sorrowfully, and yet proudly—for the lit- 
tle patriot band whose hearts were filled with enthusi- 
asm, and a faith that must move mountains. Their 
more moneyed fellows over the way might indecently 
revel and carouse by their country’s bier, but here was 
a band of God's chosen who, having full faith that God 
could raise again the dead to life, devoted their 
thoughts, their days, and their nights to the holy cause 
of their fallen country. Such heroic devotion cannot 
go unrepaid of God. In a thousand of Ireland's vil- 
lages such little hero bands as these are to be found, 
and a risen nation will yet bless the memory of the 
boys and girls who bravely form these bands. The 
bands are small, and to the unthinking, to the frivolous- 
minded, they may seem insignificant—not deserving of 
serious thought—because the frivolous-minded cannot 
look deeper than the surface. From just such small 
but heroic beginnings spring great revelations; and:

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The American Type. 
CHILDREN OF IMMIGRANTS TAKE IT 

AND ELIMINATE OLD TYPES. ' 
15 By a Special Contributor. 

NTER now a learned savant to tickle our ears 

with the very best news that has been heralded 

from the temples of our wise doctors for many a 
month of Sundays. Just as we are becoming recon- 
ciled to the oft-repeated verdict of science and art that 
we must indefinitely remain a nondescript, mongrel 
race, this investigator comes to assure us that there is, 
wrought of our clay, a distinctive mold which is stead- 
ily and persistently shaping a definite and characteris- 
tic American type for the world’s eyes to feast upon. 


An investigation of the changes in the bodily form 
of the descendants of the aliens coming to our shores 
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was lately confided by the immigration commission to 
the distinguished German-American anthropologist, 
Dr. Franz Boas, professor of anthrepology at 
Columbia University, and curator of anthropology at 
the American Museum of Natura] History. Prof. Boas 
recruited a corps of observers who began a house-to- 
house canvass of the foreign quarters of New York City, 
where they measured and scrutinized immigrants, with 
the latter’s consent. Three such observers were also 
sent to each of the schools selected, because of their 
large contingents of children of foreign parents. Con- 
giderable opposition to the measurements was met with 
from parents, who did not understand the purpose of 
the investigation, but the Italian, Jewish and Bohe- 
mian newspapers reduced this feeling by urging the peo- 
ple of their nationalities to submit to measurement. 


The Instruments Used. 


Each observer went armed with a scale and cross- 
arm for measuring stature, steel calipers for measuring 
the dimensions of the head and face, a dynamometer 
for testing the hand grip and a “standard of hair col- 
ors” with all shades and hues, to be placed against 
tresses that must be precisely classified. The condi- 
tion of the teeth and color of eyes and skin of each sub- 
ject were also carefully observed; and then there were 
genealogical blanks calling for data of parents an 
grandparents. Then people of th: 
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were divided into two Classes—those born and reared 
abroad and those born and reared in America—and 
when these two classes were compared some surprising 
results—far more important than Prof. Boas anticipated 
—at. once became apparent, and according to Senator 
Dillingham, chairman of the immigretion commission, 
Dr. Boas has made “a discovery in ant hropological sei- 
ence that is fundamental in importance.” The results 
of the investigation, as it has progressed so iar, will be 
reported by the’ commission in the course of a month. 


First Generation Entirely Remodeled. 


“Children born even a few years after the arrival of 
the immigrant parents in America develop in such a 
way that they differ in type, essentially, from their 
forefgn-born parents,” said Dr. Boas. “These differ- 
ences seem to develop during earliest childhood and 
persist throughout life. It seems that every part of the 
body is influenced in this way, and even the form of the 
head, which has always been considered as one of the 
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most permanent heredity features, undergoes consid- 
erable changes.” 


The two nationalities which have been flocking to our 
shores in by far the greatest numbers were the first 
studied by the anthropologist. These are the east Euro- 
pean Jews and the southern Italians. 


Now a remarkable change is found to take place in 
these two types as soon as new generations are bred 
on American soil. The Jew of eastern Europe arrives 
here with a head as typically round as that of the im- 
migrant from south Italy is characteristicaly long. Al- 
though each marries his own blood and has children 
born in America, the offspring of the round-headed 
Jewish parents become longer-headed and those of the 
long-headed Italian parents become rounder-headed. In 


' J other words, each cranium approaches an American 


type of skull—one required by our environment—which 
is neither as found as that of the eastern Jew 
or as long as the south Italian's. Here are the figures. 
The south Italian comes here with a head whose width 
is 78 per cent. of its length, while that of the east 
European Jew is 84 per cent. of its length; yet their 
children born in America have heads whose widths are 
respectively 80 and 1 per cent. of their lengths, or

The First Clock. 
Since celebrations are the order of the day, why not 
Observe the sixth centenary of the introduction of 
clocks? it Was, we are told, in 1309 that the first clock 
known to the world was placed in the tower of San 
Eustorgio, in Milan. 
The greatest astonishment and admiration were man- 
ifested by crowds who came to see the timepiece. In 
1344 a clock was installed in the palace of the nobles at 
Padua. This was a wonder of mechanism indeed, for 
besides indicating the hours it showed the course of 
the sun, the revolutions of the planets, the various 
phases of the moon, the months and the fétes of the 
year. 
The period of the evolution from the clock to the 
watch was seventy-one years, not so very long all 
things considered, and the record of the first watch is 
1380. A half-century later an alarm clock made its ap- 
pearance. This, we are told, was looked upon by the 
people of that age as “un instrument prodigieux.” 
The fortunate possessor of this clock was Andrea Al- 
ciato, a councillor of Milan. The chroniclers have placed 
on record that this clock sounded a bell at a stated hour. 
and at the same time a little wax candle was lighted 
automatically. How this was done we are not told, but 
it must not be overlooked that until about seventy 
years ago we had no means of obtaining a light other 
than the tinder box, so that the Milanese must. have 
been centuries ahead of us in this respect. 
Not much progress was made with the watch until 
1740, when the second hand was added.—{London Globe.

The Sharpshooter. 


ONE OF THE DRAMATIC INCIDENTS 
OF THE CIVIL WAR.

OW, just hug a Yankee, and I'l! get you out of 
this.“ 

“Well, Yank, I'l try, being as you're the first 
Yankee who ever kept his word with me.” 

And a rebel sharpshooter, sorely wounded, was 
hoisted on to the Yankee’s back and carried to the Fed- 
eral field hospital on the night foiiowing the battle of 
South Mountain, Md., September 14, 1862. 


The sharpshooter was bleeding to death when his 
rescuer found him, but was saved by quick treatment. 
Incidentally, the young Yankee had bagged his first 
rebel, as the man he saved was held prisoner. 


Both actors in this stirring little drama of the war 
were boys. Boy-like, they became close friends after 
being thrown together in such unusual fashion. They 
vowed to be friends forever, to hunt each other up 
after the war, and to stand by each other in joy or sor- 
row. 


Also, boy-like, they forgot the promises so quickly 
made, and, man-like, persisted -for many years in for- 
getting when they were older and the great struggle 
was over. 


It was through the kindly offices of Senator John H. 
Bankhead of Alabama, that the two have been led to 
exchange reminiscences of the incident, and now both 
are determined again to visit the scene of the battle. 
George Weber will not carry Henry Wilson Miller on 
his back as he did at the time of his rescue, however. 
Both are far too old and fat for that. Forty-six years 
can make a great amount of difference in a man’s avoir- 
dupois—either in increasing or diminishing it—and 
neither of our heroes is a shadow. 


George Weber, now a retired farmer of Lyndon, 
Kan., was at the time of the battle of South Moun- 
tain a sergeant in the Tenth Pennsylvania reserves. 
Henry Miller, the man he rescued, was a sharpshooter 
connected with the company in the Twenty-sixth Ala- 
bama Regiment commanded by Capt. Bankhead, now 
Senator. Miller, a lumber-mill owner of Millport, Ala., 
declares he would have filled an unknown grave forty- 
six years ago if he had not “hugged tight,” as Sergeant 
Weber directed him. 


Night had fallen on the battle field, compelling a ces- 
sation of the struggle, in which the Confederate troops 
were driven in confusion from South Mountain. The 
Federal army had full possession of the mountain, and 
the rebels had fled, leaving their wounded to the mercies 
of the enemy. 


Sergeant Weber was summoned by his captain. 

“Weber,” said the officer, “take a couple of the boys 
and look around among these wounded for any mem- 
bers of our company. Lots of the boys appear to be 
missing, and I'm afraid they're either killed or 
wounded.” 

“All right, Captain,” replied Weber. Im feeling 
pretty shaky myself (displaying a furrow along his 
head where a Confederate bullet had touched.) but I'd 
better go, because somebody else might not know all 
our boys.” 

Don't need to bother about the Johnnies,” was the 
captain's answer. “Let the regular detail care for 
them. Our boys and no others, understand.” 

The little detail went, and hunted throughout that 
long Sunday night for their wounded and dead. They 
found many of both. The dead they left after dis- 
entangling them from the masses of wrecked humanity 
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and reverently covering their faces. The wounded they 
carried to the field hospital, keeping careful note of 
each, so as to report to the captain, who wanted to 
check up the men he had led from their boyhood homes 
in Pennsylvania. 

The work was nearly done, when Sergeant Weber 
thought he heard a groan over his head, farther on up 
the mountain. Thinking it might be another member 
of his company, he clambered up to the spot. There he 
found’ young Miller, desperately wounded, lying behind 
a rocky shelter, with his life blood slowly ebbing away 
with each beat of the heart which contained such love 
and devotion to the Southland. 

The wounded sharpshooter, who had picked off” 
many of the Union troops that day with his unerring 
rifle, thought now that his many misfortunes surely had 
reached their climax. 

“My God!" he groaned. “Can it be possible thatI've 
fallen into the hands of a Yankee?” 

Guess you have,” was the cheerful answer returned 
by the man from the North. “Wounded, ain't you?’ 

“Well, some,“ agreed the wounded lad. “It doesn’t 
hurt any more, but I can’t get up.“ 

“Want a drink of water?” 

“Oh, please!” 

The stricken marksman drank eagerly as the other's 
canteen, half-Mled with lukewarm water, was pressed 
to his lips. 

„That's fine, even if you are a Yank. 
you’ve got me. What you going to do?“ 

“Get you out of here for one thing,” answered Weber. 
“Can you walk?” 

“Not a step. I was carried here by two officers, and 
they had to run when your army pressed in on us. They 
left me here to die.” 

Weber leaned over the rock and called loudly to one 
of his men: 

“Here’s a rebel boy up here bleeding to death, John.” 
“Let the cussed rebel die, then.“ was the surly an-

Weber then remembered his own orders received 
from the captain, and overlooked the breach of mili- 
tary discipline for the time being. 

“Tell you what I'll do,” he told the dying Southerner. 
“I’ve got a couple of boys of our own company down 
there to take to the hospital, and then I'll come back 
after you. Keep up your nerve.” 

“I don’t believe you’ do it!“ cried the now thor- 
oughly unnerved Miller, sobbing in his distress. Vis- 
ions of his Southern home looked better to him thar 
inttitary glory just then, and he was not ashamed to 
weep, even in the presence of a hated Northern foe. 


“I'll come if I’m alive,” solemnly returned the other. 
“You can count on that. You live another hour, and 
Tn be here with help. Spunk up, now. I'd carry you 
down the mountain myself if I could, but you can see 
it's impossible. Good-by, now, and God bless you. Be 
sure to be here when I come back.” 


Sergeant Weber wrung the hand of his tormer foe, 
now his fellow-man in distress, and clambered down the 
mountain to his neglected duty. 

Strange as it may seem in a country where all men 
are equal, Weber could not get any one to return with 
him and rescue the young rebel. 

“Why bother about him? There's others, was the 
answer in each case. 

The idea of climbing up a rugged mountain after a 
wounded rebel when there were scores of wounded Un- 
ion men begging for aid did not impress Weber's com- 
rades very favorably. So much for war. It does away 
with many of the finer sensibilities of mankind at cru- 
cial times, but brings them out with telling force in 
others. 

“Then I'll save him myself, orders be hanged!” 

And Weber again rushed up the mountain side. 

“There yet, Johnny?” 

Tes,“ very faintly came the answer. 

“I’ve come after you.” — 

“Say, Sergeant,” said the boy, his eyes opening with 
love and gratitude as his rescuer came near, “you're 
the first Yankee I ever knew who kept his word. 1 
didn't suppose you'd ever think of me again! 

“If you were well, I'd maul hell out of you for say- 
ing that, returned the sergeant, but as you're a rebel, 
and only a kid at that, I suppose it'll have to be over- 
looked. But look here, young fellow—the Yankees are 
real men, better than you ever dreamed of. I'm going 
to give you a demonstration of that fact right this 
minute.” 

Then, lifting up his fallen foe, he managed, after many 
maneuvers, to get him upon his back. 

“Now,” he ordered, “you've got tq hug a Yankee. 
Good joke on you, ain't it? If you don't hug me tighter 
than you ever hugged anybody in your life, you'll fall 
off’ and die. Just hold tight with that good arm of 
yours, and we'll start.“ 

The rebel hugged, and slowly, painfully the sergeant 
toiled down the mountain with his load. 

“Oh, drop me, Yank. You've done your best. 
can’t make it without help.“ begged the rebel. 

“No, sir.“ panted the other, “you get there, tao, if

to an admiring group, was how I captured my first 
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rebel.“ 

Senator Bankhead regards the incident, with its 
after features, as one of the most dramatic of the war. 
But let Miller tell it. 

“Capt. Bankhead,” he said, “had ordered me out on 
a little sharpshooting expedition to try to ‘get’ some 
of the Yankees who were harrassing us on our left. 
While engaged in this (to me) highly diverting pastime, 
I was shot through the left shoulder. It was a bad 
wound, and I bled. awfully. | was carried back to 
where Capt. White and Col. Oneal (later Governor) were 
sitting on a rock. About that time the Yankees sur- 
rounded us. I begged them not to leave me. They 
carried me a short distance up the mountain and put 
me behind the shelter of a rock. There I fainted. 

“Later, a Yankee, whom I knew later as Sergeant 
Weber, found me. I was helpless, and he thought he 
could not remove me alone. He returned, after failing 
to get help, however, and carried me down to a two- 


field hospital. There | was cared for as well as any, 
and later was taken to Frederick City in an ambu- 
lance. 

“Since that time I have thought a thousand times 
about the man who saved my life. I thought of adver 
tising to see if I could find him that way. Imagine my 
delight at receiving from Senator Bankhead a shor’ 
time ago a letter written to him by Sergeant Weber 
We certainly will have a great reunion soon! I was on 4. 
my knees behind a big rock shooting many Yankees 
at the time I was shot. Queer that they should have 
eared for me so well. But there were good Yankees 
then as there are now. Weber is one of that class, I 
am sure.” 

Sergeant Weber, a few months ago, while reading 
about some of the doings of Congress, saw the name 
of Senator Bankhead, and wondered if he were the same 
Bankhead who was captain of Miller’s company. He 
wrote the Senator to find out. His guess was good. 
Senator Bankhead sent Weber's letter to Miller, and 
much correspondence followed. The Senator then in- 
sisted, after the proper identifications were made, that 
the two get together. They promised, and declare the 
agreement will be kept this time.

Curious Ways or DoING THINGS 7 


IN THE BIG CITIEs. 

By a Special Contributor. 

VERY Friday morning of the beginning days of 

New York City, a mirthful sight was in store for 

the early-bird stranger walking the streets of that 

interesting old borowgh. Each worthy citizen sol- 

emnly sweeping up the dirt in front of his house into a 

neat pile. Just what conjuring magic was used to make 

these piles stay put in spite of wind and weather is 

not recorded in the city archives, but later came the 

public carter, removing them at a cost of 3 pence a 

load to the thrifty householder who shoveled his 

contribution into the cart, at 6 pence to the indolent 
one who left the work to the cart man. 


The same fine codperative spirit shone forth in the 
night season, a law being passed that “in the dark 
time of the moon for the ease of the inhabitants,” every 
seventh house should “cause a lanthorn and candle to 
be hung out on a pole,” the six other houses sharing 
the expense. 

Every owner of a house that had three fireplaces was 
compelled by law to keep two buckets in readiness for 
fire, while a baker must have three, a brewer six, and 
so on. These buckets were made of leather and bore 
the initials of the landlord, for even if the oven of 
the house were rented, he had to pay the original cost. 
When an alarm of fire startled the neighborhood, the 
fire buckets were either snatched up by the men in the 
house or thrown out of the window to helpers on the 
sidewalk, all running to form in the fire line that 
reached from the nearest pump to the burning edifice. 


It was not until the end of the year 1732 that two 
comical iittle wooden fire engines with roller wheels 
were used for the first time, their noble achievement 
proudly chronicled in the next issue of the paper as 
follows: 


“The fire began in the garret where the people were 
all asleep, and burnt violently: but by the help of the 
2 fire engines which came from London in the ship 
Beaver, the fire was extinguished after having burnt 
down that house and damaged the next.” 

When a tolling bell had mournfully announced a 
death in the city, a “funeral inviter,” dressed in black, 
with long, impressive streamers of crépe dangling from 
his hat, went from house to house to bid friends and 
relatives of the deceased to attend the last rites. This 
lugubrious functionary was a public officer, and in the 
year 1731, a most remarkable law was enacted regu- 
lating his fees—18 shillings for the funeral of any one 
20 years of age; for a person between 12 and 20, 12 
shillings, for one under 12, 8.” |

The emolument from public service was not excessive 
nor could candidates for public office have been very 
clamorous if we may judge by the following advertise- 
ment of the year 1751: 

“The Public Whipper of the City of New York being 
lately dead, if any Person inclines to accept that office 
with "£20 a year he may apply to the Mayor and be 
entered.” 

‘The spring Tea-water Pump was the chief source of 
superfine water supply until the year 1800. An en- 
gine was early erected to force this water up. An or- 
namental karden was laid out about it and became a 
favorite resort known as the Tea-water Pump Garden, 
while the water was carted about the streets for sale 
in a picturesque old hogshead on wheeis. 

Milk was carried from house to house in pails sus- 
pended from a yoke borne on the peddlers’ shoulders. 

At a little later date appeared venders bearing trays 
with baked pears “swimming in molasses,” calling forth 
no small art in the purchaser to pick up a pear between 
thumb and finger and carry it to his mouth without 
disastrous trickling of the sticky solvent upon his 
shirt bosom. 

But pears were not in it when it came to the hot 
corn that was a special feature of early Bowery times. 
The venders seated on stools at the street corners were 
colored women cleanly attired, a white or a checked 
apron de rigeur, their heads gorgeously wrapped in 
bandannas. Beside each, a pail filled with hot ears of 
corn and one cup with salt, another with butter. 

“Hot corn! hot corn! Here's your lily-white hot 
corn!“ the entrapping cry.

“The Inspector of Police respectfully makes known 
to Parents and others that of late several children have 
very much injured themselves by eating the seeds of 
Stramonium, or Thorn-apple, commonly called Devil 
apple; who must inevitably have died had they not 
been speedily relieved by Emetics, etc. As those bushes 
are in several parts of town, it would be well if they 
were destroyed.” 

A most unique sight in old Boston must have been 
the celebration of the fourth anniversary of a society 
for “Promoting Industry and Frugality,.“ when 300 
young female spinsters decently dressed brought their 
spinning wheels to the Common one afternoon and 
plied their homely craft, a female at each wheel, to the 
accompaniment of music and the delight of many spec- 
tators.” 

A est of Franklin's that vastly tickled the local pride 
of the Philadelphian was the laughing declaration that 
he could tell a New York visitor by his shuffling gait 
over the unaccustomed smoothness of the pavements. 

But if the Philadelphia sidewalks were all that could 
be desired, the carriageways remained a disgrace to 
the eye and an abomination to the nostrils until the 
authorities were shamed into reform by a satire of 
Francis Hopkins, entitled “Dialogues of the Dead,” the 
conversation being between the carcasses of a cat and 
dog that had been left to putrefy in the street. 

Philadelphia could afford a smile at her expense, 
however, for she was the largest and most attractive of 
all three of the leading cities. Chestnut street was 
the fashionable promenade where gallants bewigged 
aud powdered and most fetching in their pink, and buff 
and blue satin attire bowed and scraped to courtesying. 
blushing belles with wonderful bonnets and bewilder- 
ing gowns modeled after the latest arrived mantua- 
maker's doll from across the sea. 

The wild dissipation of the week was the Thursday 
evening assemblies, dances beginning at 6 o'clock in the 
evening and discreetly over by midnight. At these 
assemblies a cardroom was also provided. Which leads 
to another curious custom of fashionable city life. 
Playing cards being plentiful were frequently used for 
the announcement of functions, the invitation printed 
on thelr undecorated backs.

The Skating Mania. 

in the autumn of 1907 an American amusement mana- 
ger, by name Crawford, landed at Liverpool looking 
about for some fresh worlds to conquer. He was owner 
of a great skating rink at Coney Island, the Blackpool 
of America. People told him that roller skating was 
absolutely dead in England, beyond hope of revival. 
Mr. Crawford doubted it. He decided that Liverpool! 
was as good a place as any to put his theory to the 
test, so he found an awkwardly-situated hall built for 
military tournament, rented ft, and opened it as a rink- 
ing palace. 

This was in September, 1907. Within a few weeks 
there started a craze which has spread, first over Eng- 
land, and then through the continent of Europe. Today 
there are several hundred companies engaged in the 
roller-skating business, and specially-built rinking 
palaces” are springing up in all parts by the many score. 
Seventy-five rinking companies have between them a 
capital of £793,000. and many rinks have within the 
past year earned a profit more than equal to their entire 
capital investment. 

In and around Manchester alone there are about fifty 
rinks now open; Bolton boasts nine, and Batley eight,

Jericho’s Walls. 


SCIENTISTS MAY PROVE THE TRUTH 
OF THE BIBLICAL STORY. 


HE recent excavations on the supposed site of the 
ancient city of Jericho—that city whose walls fell 
so miraculously before the trumpet blasts and 
shouts of Joshua’s army—have brought to the front 
the question as to whether it would be possible to raze 
such ramparts to the ground by vibrations set up by in- 


| vators were astonished at the technical excélience of 
the construction. The wall consisted of three parte. 
The natural rock foundation is overlaid with a filling of 
loam and fine gravel, a meter or so deep, upon which 
a sloping rubble wall, heavily bulging externally, is 
superimposed to a height of twenty feet, the breadth 
being from six and a half to eight feet. ‘The wall is 
built of well-laid rubble, which becomes finer toward the 
top. Numerous blocks are partially employed for the 
lower part of the wall. 


Every interstice is most carefully filled in so as to 
offer no advantages to the implements of destruction 
of a hostile force. Finally upon this massive four da- 
tion is the fortification wall proper, built of clay bricks.

Indeed, it /s more than prubable that sci- 
entists will take up the matter and endeavor to dis- 
cover what sounds, or rather vibrations caused by 
sounds, would be needed to bring down a etructure such 
as that which has been unearthed in Palestine. 


The excavations represent the work of the German 
Orient Society. They were commenced so far back as 
the winter of 1906 by Dr. Selin, the well-known Austrian 
archaeologist. Ever since that date, with the excep- 
tion of a few months in the height of the summer, ar 
army of 200 men have been digging away in this little 
corner of Palestine, and their labors have certainly 
been very fruitful of result. They have laid bare all 
that remains of what vadoubtedly was once a flourish- 
ing city, inclosed by massive walls protected by huge 
corner towers. Dr. Selin and many Biblical scholars 
uphold his contention that this is ancient Jericho—the 
Jericho whose walls collapsed at the sound of the 
‘priests’ trumpets and shouts of the Children of Israel 
as they marched round it on the seventh day of its 
siege. 

The site of the excavations is a collection of mounds 
in the vicinity of the village of Ericha, near the Dead 
Sea. The mounds were attacked at five different points 
practically simultaneously. It was not long before the 
extertor wall of the vanished city was encountered at a 
depth of only eight feet below the The exca- 
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eight feet, but it would seem to have been considerably 
higher. 


The only advantage which, in point of technical per- 
fection, modern construction possesses over the walls 
of Jericho is, Dr. Selin states, the use of mortar, which 
was unknown to these early architects The wall, so 
far as can be learned at present, is estimated to bave 
extended a distance of 900 yards, and is believed to nave 
been almost oval in shape. Some 450 yards has already 
been laid bare. To the north of the city the fortifica- 
tions are breached, which would seem to indicate ihat 
enemies must have penetrated here on some occasion. 
The wall was undoubtedly crowned at various points, 
probably at four, with huge corner towers, great ala- 
parts from which the besieged could look down upon 
an attacking force. Then the excavators have also 
discovered an inner wall, also crowned with stroug cor- 
ner towers. 

Apart from the walls some interesting remains have 
been discovered. They include lamps, plates, cups, nee- 
dies, weights, mortars. and mills of bronze and stone, 
some of very rough and primitive handwork and bers 
very finely executed.

Edison’s Don'ts. 

R. EDISON is also still busy with his new storage 

battery, which, he claims, will solve the traction 
question. This, too, has been scoffed at from the be- 
ginning: it is a long time since Mr. Edison began in- 
vestigation in this direction, but when a successfu! 
portable method of storing electricity is developed, an- 
other industrial revolution will be accomplished. 

This leads up to the point to which special attention 
is directed, says the Book-keeper. In his experiments 
with these batteries Mr. Edison has had men at work 
for years with a patience unparalleled. More than 
half ton of reports on experiments with batteries have 
been made. Two of his best men had to give up the 
work because of its unending monotony to save thein- 
selves from nervous breakdown. The work was contin- 
ued night and day for more than three years, and more 
than 9000 experiments were made without obtaining the 
results which Mr. Edison wanted. A visitor to whom 
this was told exclaimed: 

“Then all those experiments were practically wasted.” 

“Not at all,” said Mr. Edison. “I now know 9000 
things not to do”—all of which indicates that it is as 
important to know what not to do as what to do.

TREES AND SURUBS BELONGING TO THE 
Roser FAMILY. 
By Ernest Braunton, 


N California we have many species of trees and 
| surat belonging to the rose family or ratural order 

Rosaceae. One section of the family (the cherries 
and plums) was described in this department a few 
weeks ago. Those herein described complete the list 
of rosaceous subjects indigenous to California that are 
entitled to be ranked as trees. To these might be added 
a long array of closely-allied shrubs, so that the rose 
family is very well represented in this State, and espe- 


~ gially in the southern part. 


California contains three species of trees popularly 
known as “Mountain Mahogany” and belonging to the 
genus Cercocarpus. One of these is an extremely rare 
tree, being confined (so far as our present knowledge 
extends) to a single cafion on the southern coast of 
Santa Catalina Island. This distinctive species was 
named for the discoverer, Mrs. Trask, a just and fitting 
honor, for no one has contributed so much to the sci- 
entific knowledge of Santa Catalina Island as “Blanche 
Trask,” a name well known to all Pacific Coast students

in several branches of science. This species is the 
most handsome in foliage of any, and occasionally at- 
tains to twenty-five feet in height, with a trunk diame- 
ter of eight or ten inches. 

On the mainland are found two species of Cercocar- 
pus that occasionally attain to as great height and girth 
as the Trask Mahogany, but differ greatly from it in 
foliage. Both have smaller and less handsome leaves, 
though in other respects quite similar. The Curl-leaf 
Mahogany (C. ledifolius) has narrow leaves with revo 
lute or curled edges which are deceiving as to its true 
leaf surface. The other species (C. parvifolius) is gen- 
erally called the “Birch-leaf Mahogany,” and grows 
somewhat more shrubby than the two others noted. The 
popular name of Mountain Mahogany is derived from 
the reddish-brown or mahogany-colored wood, which is 
exceedingly hard, close-grained, and heavy.

The Japan Cedar. 


ROPERLY speaking, we have but one species of 
Japan Cedar, known as Cryptomeria Japonica; the 


other, known to gardeners as C. elegans, being but a 


variety of the first named. It would appear to be only 


. @ horticultural variation, too, for none of it is found 


wild in Japan, and our best investigators have con- 
cluded that this elegant form was obtained by selec- 
tion. Nevertheless, it is at least a hundred times as 
much in demand as the valid species, and endures all 
our warmer and drier sections much better than Cryp- 
tomeria Japonica.

Flower Beds. 


LOWER beds should properly be flower borders, for 

beds should never occur except about the sides of a 
garden unless said garden is laid out in formal style. 
Nature makes no “beds,” but riots in patches“ of 
flowers, and we should aim to imitate her by having 
patches or zones of a single kind in each, but all inter- 
mingled to form a harmonious whole. Such plantations 
should look luxurious, and therefore seeds for them 
should be sown broadcast and the plants allowed to 
grow as thickly as possible without suffering by com- 
petition for light, air and food. Do not spoil lawns 
by cutting out beds in the grass and planting them to 
foliage plants or flowering plants: no one ever made a

simplicity, dignity is its constant companion. 
make patches of each kind too small so that the effect 
will be similar to that of a giant “crazy quilt;“ have 
enough of each kind to make it look as though nature 
had “run loose in reckless abandon.” Don't be trival in 
seeking garden effects. 

Park gardeners still seem to think they must amuse 
the public by startling and bizarre effects in carpet bed- 
ding. It is a mistaken idea, and shows a lamentable 
lack of taste and resource, for an ingenious gardener 
needs no such aids to interest his employers. In home 
gardening we need no horticultural curiosities or mu- 
seums, and should be content with the richness and lux- 
uriance afforded by our wealth of garden plants, con- 
tributed by nearly every country under the sun. Have 
all beds or borders as informal as possible—a total lack 
of design. For subjects, use any flowers that you fancy, 
though inharmonious colors should be avoided. By keep- 
ing out magentas and avoiding two or more shades of 
pink close together, no doubt the genera] effect will 
prove satisfactory. One should not altogether aim at 
floral effects, for these latter are materially heightened 
by the occasional introduction of a larger foliage plant 
in a floral mass. A flower border such as herein de- 
scribed could be made most charming by the use of noth- 
ing but natives of California. We have a great array 
of both annual and perennial flowering herbaceous 
plants, and aside from their great beauty and fine gar- 
den effect, they should prove of additional interest by 
reason of being natives to our own State. 


Tender Plants. 


HE exceptionally severe frosts of a few weeks ago 

proved a good test of the hardiness of many popular 
garden plants. Cannas and cailas are generally sup- 
posed to be as tender as any plants, to which might be 
added the common “Elephant’s Ear.” but even these 
were less tender in the writer's garden than some woody 
plants. The very first plants to succumb were dwarf 
lantanas a full year old and in vigorous health—frozen 
to death without even the root crown escaping. Several 
dwarf abutilons went the same way, and a three-year- 
old Bougainvillea lateritia. One supposedly tender vine, 
the Beaumontia grandiflora, while injured, proved har- 
dier than many plants quite common in Los Angeles 
gardens. 


Gladiolus from Seeds. 


OME time ago, in this department, we told of the 

great promise of gladioli seeds sown about July 1. A 
larger per cent. of these bloomed than has any earlier- 
sown lot in many years of experimentation. The tops 
and bulbs were matured by reason of the cold weather 
causing a suspension of functional activity. The bulbs 
have just been dug during the past week and some of 
them are as large as any mature bulbs in the market. 
This is remarkable when it is remembered that all this 
growth and development took place from July to No- 
vember, just four months. From an extensive experi- 
ence, it seems best to recommend the planting of bulbs 
as early as possible, those put in now will give the best 
results. Later plantings bring blossoms during hottest 
weather, which seems to prevent development. Seeds 
planted in June or early in July are started by our al- 
most tropical heat, but cooler, more humid air is needed 
for plant development, and the plant and bulbs reach a 
vigorous state during the autumn months. Were it pos- 
sible to rest bulbs sufficiently early, the best of flowers 


in autumn. One other point of value seems absolutely 
sure, that no matter what the color or form of flower 
or foliage, the bulbs always resemble the seed parent. 
As an instance, America is an exceptional seed parent, 
and in all such crosses foliage and bulbs have resem- 
bled this parent, but when it was the pollen parent, in 
no single case out of forty-six crosses did the bulbs re- 
semble those of America. 


The Deadly Nightshade, 


URING the excitement attendant upon the introduc- 
tion of the fake “Wonderberry” much was written 
about the “Deadly Nightshade,” a plant native to Europe 
and Asia and not found here. It is not a true Solanum, 
but is known to botanists as Atropa bella“ onna. From 
the roots atropine is produced, a drug used since 1860 
in ophthalmia for dilating the pupil of the eye, also for 
making a liniment used in neuralgia. The weeds of 
our gardens which belong to the genus Solanum are 
somewhat poisonous, and the writer had a daughter 
quite ill for a week or more, the illness being caused by 
her eating the green berries. No cases of fatality have 
been reported, and the berries appear to be non-poison- 
ous when fully ripe. The “Deadly Nightshade” (atropa) 
differs from the genus Solanum in its blossoms as does 
Phacelia Whitlavia, our native “Canterbury Bells,” from 
our other species of Phacelia. Solanums have nearly a 
flat or rotate corolla, with very little show of tube: 
Atropa has a tubular, campanulate, or bell-shaped bilos- 
som, quite easily distinguished from that of any Sola- 
num.

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FANCY POULTRY BREEDING. 


“ALICE HARPER,” AN OCCASIONAL 
CONTRIBUTOR, GIVES SUGGESTIONS. 
By Henry W. Kruckeberg. 


NOTE.—Short articles of practical mature are cordially 
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OT homines, quot sententiae,” as many men, 
many opinions, we learned about in Latin classes 
years ago, but nobody fully realizes what it 
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shall start and note-book the points given by each one 
and he will be able to conclude that any old start will 
pan out according to starters. Chief among the starters 
is the to be-breeder—himself. With the best of every- 
thing he will be able to fall and to realize self is 3 
serious problem. To see that one’s hands and feet put 
up a good service to a wisely-willed endeavor is not a 
small item, but a daily necessity, until one gets into 
the routine. To consider that things before him do 
not constitute all the working material at his command, 
that a hen is more than she seems to be, that the real 
might with which he proposes to experiment is but par- 
tialiy manifest, that fowls are a present product of many 
past endeavors, that heredity of parents is a huge dic- 
tator, never condescending to fellowship, yielding only 
to legal considerations—to consider all these things 


obliges one to conclude he is quite an outsider, and to 
get in he must study law and get obedient to observed 
laws. 

In the first place, he must have some dry, sandy, 
sunny soil to build a hennery upon, and face houses 
south or west. One ideal plan in building may be recom- 
mended in the illustration. If one wishes to grow poul- 
try on the back of his home lot, and the soil is adobe, 
he can dig down fourteen inches, remove the soil, and 
have the right kind hauled in to replace it. A plot of 
land 12x28 feet can be made anywhere. Poultry is suc- 
cessfully grown on adobe soil, but it is not ideal. Six- 
foot wire netting should go around each of the four 
pens, a fine mesh wire being at the bottom. The houses 
in the big pens should be 3x5 feet and 5 feet high at 
highest pitch of shed roof, with no floor, with door 
space and no door in end of the house, the size of 
the end. The nests should be against the back end of 
house, with a cover to let down in a slant over them 

at the night feeding, so the fowls cannot roost either in 
a nest or on the cover, this to be lifted and buttoned 
back against the house at the morning feeding. The 
perches, each three or four inches wide, should face the 
opening tn front of the nests. No drapery is needed at 
the opening in this mild climate and ventilation is self- 
operative from the opening. The illustration shows two 
of these big pens with big houses. Between the big 
pens and to the right are two smaller pens each 5x12 
feet with a small house about 2%4x2%x4 feet, with one 


perch. 
A small plot of alfalfa can be maintained in each pen 
dy sowing seed and keeping a small wire run over 
the plot, made by stretching wire over a frame a foot 
and a half high, the proper area. When the plants are 
strong enough, say in six months, the wire can be lifted 
at noon and fowls allowed to pick the green off fresh. 
Covered at night, new green will soon come. A green 
feed of alfalfa once a week is a great luxury, and an old 
stand will give a bi-weekly feeding for several vears. 
In case the ground is cold in winter, fowls will perch 
on the edge of the rim and sun. A small dish of 
grit should be placed in the back of each pen, and 
the drinking dish in an opposite corner. The feeding 
trays should be on either side of the wire net in he 
big and small pens, with a small door big enough to 
open and let a cock pass in and out between the pens. 
The door for the care-taker should be to me right of 


each pen. 
Next come the birds: It is ideal not to think of mony. 
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only to have a lot in one’s pockets, when birds must 
be bought. Go to a breeder in one’s locality, who has 

been breeding one breed a long time, or to a new 
breeder, who got his start from such stock. The old 
breeder will charge more for stock, but the new one 
has a reputation to make and will try to do well by a 
buyer. If the stock is line bred for six or seven years, 
or more, so much the better, but it is worth money. Buy 
of such stock for sale the best two old hens three or 
four years old and put in the left-hand pen, having 
closed the little door into the next pen. Then buy 
the finest cockerel possible to put in that next pen. 
Buy four-year-old hens as nearly perfeet as money can 
buy and put in the next big pen. Lastly buy the best 
cock bird possible that is three, four, or even five years 
old—if a remarkable bird. The present condition of the 
cock bird has everything to do with the near future 
of the family. Rely upon the breeder to sell you his 
best sale birds for his own price. The breeder also has 
elegant birds of his own breeding to sell, is a just 
trader, is as anxious for his buyer to get money value 
as the buyer is, and doesn’t sell birds as so many 
things. A successful breeder is always a lover of 
creatures and delights in creative possibility. To him 
the passage of money in the chicken yard where birds 
are going is not a nice jingle. 

Put the cock bird, or sire, in the narrow pen to the 
right, having closed the little doors into the next pen. 
Let the breeding pens stay quiet a week. The male birds 
are separated, and cannot fight through the wire net. 
The cockerel eats near the old hens and gets gallant 
calling. He can cross his narrow pen and flirt with his 
young kin through the wire, and if the breed is a high- 
flying one, the tops of the pens must be covered with 
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wire net, or the young things will cross over. The sire 
eats next to the young hens and calls vigorously to 
them to come over, and having the cockerel on the other 
side of them calling, jabs him with jealousy. After they 
all seem happy and busy a week, put up the Ifttle doors 
and let the cockerel to the old hens, and the sire to the 
young hens. If the males meet on opposite sides of a 
wire net and insist upon revenge for indignities of a 
past week, take small long nails and pin sacking along 
the wire rim so they don’t see each other. 


Mating the sire to the four-year-old hens is expected 
to bring the smartest of chicks, especially the fe 
male, while breeding old hens to a cockerel, or stag 
cock, often begets the finest males. Then the cockerel is 
a eafe guard to the sire, who may meet with some 
accident. The old hens are fine mothers, of broody 
breeds, and these old birds will bring up chicks from 
the young hens, and brood two or three times in a year. 
It has been the experience of many breeders that year- 
old males from old hens make the best sires, bred 
to year-old hens from the cock-bird, selecting always 
the best specimens according to the standard of perfec- 
tion. It is always interesting to watch the individual 
influence of a parent upon offspring, and in scientific 
breeding of the first importance. The first year a novice 
may think he does not care to breed scientifically, but 
the next year he may find he would like to do so; hence 
it is wise the first year to band the hen's leg and regis- 
ter her number in a little book. 

In the breeding season, one should watch the nests, or 
get somebody to do so, or trap-nest the hens and watch 
them to let them out after an egg is laid and mark 
each egg with the number on the leg-band of each hen. 
In the book credit the hen by her number with each 
egg laid. The record book of the first year is the 
key to future successes, if one can profit from the rec- 
ords. Every chick which hatches can be attributed to 
individual parentage, and it is not possible to predict 
truthfully that certain individuals of marked excellency 
to look upon, will throw excél.cut chicks. The more one 
knows of gameto-genesis the less confident he is of re- 
sults. Anybody who confidentially assures one that such 
and such a bird will be sure to throw such and such chicks, 
is quite innocent of facts. It birds which have cost much 
money do not throw birds which will bring much 
money, it is not necessarily the fault of the breeder 
who sold them. Bred to a different individual of the 


same strain in the same colony, the moneyed birds will | 
show up.

as cancer and consumption are increasing in prevalence.

Intestinal Irrigation. 


HE ROYAL ROAD TO HEALTH” is the title of a 
book of 224 pages, by Charles Tyrrell, M. D., presi- 
dent of Tyrrell’'s Hygienic Institute, New York, and edi- 
tor of that excellent magazine “Health.” (Published by 
Tyrrell's Hygienic Institute, 321 Fifth avenue, New 
York.) This, the forty-sixth, edition recently issued, 
has been completely revised, and much of it rewritten. 
The author gives good advice in regard to drugging, 
the true cause of disease, rational hygienic treatment, 
exercise, diet, etc. Dr. Tyrrell admits that he has not 
been a very close student of diet. He also endorses that 
time-honored heresy, a “mixed diet.” As frequently 
stated here, a mixed diet is the most illogical of all 
diets. The only animal besides man that is omnivor- 
ous is the hog, and then only after he has been “civil- 
ized.” Also, the hog and the man are more subject to 
disease than any other living creatures. The amount 
of proteid recommended is also much larger than has 
been shown to be sufficient by careful experiments con- 
ducted during the past few years. 


Dr. Tyrrell is a great advocate of the enema for the 
purpose of cleansing the colon. This is in line with re- 
cent teachings of Prof. Metchnikoff, who claims that 
old age comes mainly from bacteria in the colon, caused 
by decomposing food, especially flesh food. Metchnikoff 
advanced the absurd idea of cutting out the colon, or 
failing that, the use of a certain variety of sour milk 
used in Bulgaria, which it is claimed, contaims a germ 
that does not die in the stomach, but reaches the colon 
and cleanses it. As previously stated here, it would be 
more sensible to avoid foods that cause this filthy con- 
dition of the colon. 

An occasional washing of the colon is undoubtedly a 
good thing, but it should not be made a regular and 
frequent practice. Some have gone to absurd extremes 
in this direction, advocating an enema after each meal. 
Dr. Tyrrell is not one of these extremists. He gives 
the following interesting suggestion as to the origin of 
the enema, which, he says, comes to us from the an- 
cient Egyptians, who acquired their knowledge from 
observing a bird called the ibis, a species of Egyptian 
snipe. He writes: 

“The food of this bird, gathered on the banks of the 
Nile, was of a very constipating character, and the bird 
was observed by the earliest naturalists to suck up the 
water of the river and, using its long bill for a syringe, 
inject it into its anus, thus relieving itself. Pliny says 
this habit of the ibis first suggested the use of clysters 
to the ancient Egyptian doctors, known to be the first 
medical practitioners of any nation, not excepting the 
Chinese.” 

Dr. Tyrrell condemns the use of the long, flexible tube 
advocated by some, and gives reasoys for his objections. 
He has invented a new method of intestinal irrigation, 
the patient sitting on a rubber bag from which water 
is injected by the weight of the patient. 

The author gives some interesting facts showing the 
horribly filthy condition of the colon in many persons 
who little suspect the truth. Some persons may for 
many years have regular actions of the bowel, while the 
colon is incrusted with hardened fecal matter on the 
sides. This undoubtedly is often the cause of premature 
old age and death. Dr. Tyrrell declares that of 284 
cases of autopsy held of late on the colon, only twenty- 
eight were found to be free from hardened adhered mat- 
ter and in their normal healthy state.

That 
shows that you eed them very badly. Quite likely the 
first oranges q the season you eat will produce diar- 
rhoea. That ig @ natural effect of this- natural medi- 
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cine, and should not be checked. The citric acid com- 
ing upon a stomach that has been overloaded for 
months with food deficient in the organic salts is nat- 
urally aroused when the first citrus fruit of the season 
is consumed.

ment in the manufacture of breakfast foods. It is said 
that in a recent freight-train wreck it was found that 
several cars consigned to breakfast-food concerns were 
loaded with peanut shells from the peanut-butter facto- 
ries in the South. 
It is not probable that this material is extensively 
used, if it is used at all. It is true that grain is high 
in price just now—but so are “breakfast foods.”

Now, this is altogether too vague. What does the 
author mean by “solid food?” Rice contains 87 per 
cent. of solids, apples 15 per cent., and cabbage only 
5% per cent., therefore, taking the lowest quantity he 
mentions;—24 ounces of rice would give 21 ounces of 
solid food, or twice as much as is necessary for the 
average person. On the other hand, 24 ounces of ap- 
ples would give only 3% ounces of solid food, and 24 
ounces of cabbage would give less than an ounce and a 
half. You would not regard milk as a solid food, would 
you? Yet 24 ounces of milk contains nearly 3% 
ounces of solids, or as much as apples, and more than 
Ywice as much as cabbage. 

The only sensible way to estimate food values is by 
giving the water-free amount of food they contain. At 
Battle Creek they have an elaborate system of “valo- 
ries,” but this is altogether too complicated, and is also 
misleading, for you may get an immense amount of 
calories from butter and sugar, a diet upon which you 
would soon starve to death: 

In regard to unpolistied rice, the author says: 

“Japan feeds her army and her people on the unpol- 
ished rice. Thanks to the prevailing good sense of some 
of our dietetic reformers, this exceedingly wholesome 
and palatable grain can now be had in the markets of 
civilized America, owing to the demand that has re- 
cently arisen for it.” 

This is not quite correct. The Japanese do not polish 
their rice, but they peel it, which makes it about on a 
par with “middlings” wheat flour. Unpolished rice has 
recently been introduced in the United States, on a 
small scale, by reformers. In this way, the Japanese 
lose much of the organic salts, which may account for 
some of the evils attaching to an exclusive rice diet.

Lemons and Consumption. 


CORRESPONDENT sends the following newspaper 
dated Sioux City, La. : 

“After being given up to die by physicians, Mrs. 
Charles 8. Bause claims to have cured herself of tuber- 
culosis by eating twelve lemons a day for twelve days. 
She boiled the lemons until they were palatable.” 

Not altogether an advisable course, this. The lemon 
contains a powerful acid—citric acid. The juice should 
be taken with much moderation, and always diluted. 
In cooking this, or any other fruit, the acids and salts, 
which are the chief value of the fruit, are greatly 
changed, and their value much lessened. At the same 
time, if the woman had not modified the acid by boil- 
ing, she probably would have injured herself by taking 
such a large amount of citric acid. As it was, it is 
quite possible that the boiled lemons may have had a 
temporary medicinal effect, but to suppose that this 
alone could “cure” a case of consumption, unless the 
diet was otherwise correct, is absurd. She would have 
done better to have lived for several months entirely on 
sweet, ripe sub-acid fruit—whatever fruit was in season 
—with a little nut cream to furnish the fat and addi- 


tional proteid.

Animal Curiosities. 

The world has been, so thoroughly explored that one 
might imagine it impossible that any noteworthy spe- 
cies of mammal or bird could still remain unknown. 
Yet every now and then something new turns up. For 
example, it was only a short time ago that a first ac- 
quaintance was made with the harpy eagle, a fowl na- 
tive to the region of the Amazon, which feeds chiefly 
on monkeys. Another curiosity, not long known, is the 
aye-aye of Madagascar—a mamma! which has one finger 
of each hand most curiosly skeletonized and elongated 
for the purpose of dragging from their furrows the earth- 
worms on which it feeds. As is well known, it is from 
Australia and New Zealand that come the flightless 
birds (some of which readily breed in captivity.) while 
one must go to South America to find a feathered crea- 
ture, the “steamer duck,” which flies when young, but 
cannot fly when adult. It is a water fowl, and the rea- 
son is that its wings do not increase as it grows in pro- 
portion to the augmentation of its weight. 


In the new world the elephant tribe is represented by 


tapir—an animal which is easily propagated in 
captivity. .When a baby it is marked by a curious ar- 


| rangement of longitudinal stripes and spots, which by 


naturalists are held to prove that anciently this inter- 
esting creature was striped and spotted. 6 


But, whereas it may be claimed that most of the wild 
animals may be bred in captivity under suitable man- 
agement, there are not a few which are hopeless in this 
regard. The fur seal is an example in point. The seals 
that one sees captive and which do such intelligent 
tricks are hair seals—belonging to quite a different spe- 
cies. So opposed is the fur seal to the very notion of 
deprivation of liberty that it wil] invariably starve it- 
self to death rather than submit to such a condition. 
Likewise it is with the Tasmanian devil, a queer little 
marsupial about two feet long, somewhat resembling 
in appearance a haby bear, which is found only in Tas- 
mania, a large island formerly known as Van Dieman’s 
Land; to the south of Australia. It is almost incredibly 
ferocious, preying upon the sheep and poultry of the 
farmers, and never yet, though captured in earliest in- 
fancy, has it responded to kindness by manifesting an 
amiable ‘disposition.—[{London Tit-Bits. 


An Old Baptismal Font. 

In the old baptistry at Florénce—the baptistry with 
the wonderful bronze doors which Michelangelo called 
“so beautiful that they were worthy to be the gates of 
Paradise — most of the babies of Florence have been 
baptized for many hundred years. 


At almost any hour of any day one will find baptis- 
mal parties waiting before the font, with babies of every 
rank in life, from the princely heir of a great house, 
nearly smothered in costly laces and attended by a small 
army of friends and relations, to the little creature 
decked out in gaudy cotton and held in the arms of a 
solitary old peasant woman. 


No register of baptisms was kept in the very early 
days. The first record was made in this wise: A cer- 
tain priest took it into his head to keep account of the 
number of children to be baptized. Accordingly, he put 
a white bean into a box for every boy and a black bean 
for every girl.

Later on, records were carefully kept, and if one could 
look them over it would be a fascinating study, for 
probably the greater part of the painters, scholars, poets 
and soldiers who have made Florence famous received 
their names at the font of “my dear little Saint John”— 
as Dante called it.—{ Youth's Companion.

WANTS DAMAGES FROM AVIATION 
MEETING MANAGERS. 


Complaint Alleges That His Con- 
tract for Exclusive Sale of Soft

In the Buperior Court, yesterday, 
Thomas J. Brown brought an action 
to recover $1500 from the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers“ Association, for 
an allered breach of contract, involv- 
ing the sale of soft drinks during the 
recent aviation meet.

Zeehandelaar, secretary of the defend- 
ant company, and himself, in which it 
is stipulated that Brown was to have 
the exclusive sale of such merchan- 
dise by the payment of $600, the re- 
ceipt for which is acknowledged. 

The petitioner alleges that on the 
5th inst. he purchased the sole privi- 
lege of selling lemonade, soda Water 
and bottied soft drinks during the 
aviation festivities, continuing from 
the 10th to the 2th, for which he put 
up $600, but that for eight days of the 
term the defendants also allowed 
“Tom Thompson” to dispense 
drinks; also that Hen Behrens, an 
employs of the plaintiff, was not al- 
lowed to purvey the drinks for which 
he had purchased the privilege. and it 
is also arserted that the defendant 
took $10 from Behrens for the right to 
sell Modern Brew.“ 

Another count in the indictment is 
that the managers of the meeting re- 
fused to allow Brown's vending boys 
free admission to the grounds, as had 
been agreed upon, and that a saloon- 
"| keeper was allowed to display the 
signs of “Whisky” and “Beer,” above 
the sign of Brown, thus making his 
place objectionable to the people to 
whom he was trying to cater—those 
who indulged only in soft drinks, 

Brown asks for a judgment of $400 
each for the “Tom Thom " and 
Behrena episodes, while the balance of 
the $1500 claim is charged to the dis- 
tasteful signs displayed over his place 
om the grounds at Domingues. 

Fred Rickert and Tom Thompson, 
who brought suit in the Supericr Court 
against the Aviation Committee on 
Friday for alleged breach of contract, 
stated yesterday, that the action was

We allege that the contract for our 
restaurant concession was violated in 
several particulars,” said Thompson.

Student Leaders at Stanford Give 
Reasons Why the “Ragging” in 
Vogue There le Really Useful and 
Members of the Faculty Don’t Say 
Nay—Sophomore Election.

STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Jan. 28. 
—The system of hazing now in vogue 
at Stanford is not harmful but a pos- 
itive benefit, was the sentiment ex- 
pressed by the student conference to- 
day. Not only are the sfudent lead- 
ers friendly to the custom, but the 
faculty student committee indorses 
it, if the hazing can be so conducted 
as not to cause bodily harm and 80 
as not to overburden the. freshmen 
who are in need of disctpline.

Making Educational History 
in Los Angeles. 


New Constellation Added to 
Our Firmament. 


— 
Details of Large Buildings 
Provided for. 


. Events follow rapidly in the educa- 
tional life and growth of Los Angeles! 
The history of the past week, along 
the line of educational expansion was: 
The apportionment of the $720,000 
raised by voting bonds for the con- 
struction of and addition to school 
buildings of the city, which will give 
an entire new group of buildings for 
the Manual Training High School, an 
addition of two new buildings, Science 
ball and Art hall to the Polytechnic 
High School, a new Gymnasium bulld- 
ing, and science laboratory to Los 
Angeles High School, a $30,000 new 
building on Normandie avenue, four 
additional grade buildings, additions 
to four schools sites for three new 
schools, and additional ground for 
agricultural purposes at Gardena 
High School. At the same time. a 
new constellation is added to our edu- 
cational firmament, with the annexa- 
tien of Hollywood; and although she 
already has excellent school buildings, 
she has been kept busy, like ourselves, 
in living up to the demands of a 
rapid growth, so that before the new 
is worn off from an educational insti- 
tution, it is necessary to increase the 
capacity. Hollywood comes in with 
an appropriation ef about $100,000, for 
addtional high school facilities, as a 
result of bonds voted for the purpose, 
and $20.44 for a new grammar school. 

Of the $720,000 of the Los Angeles 
fund, $480,000 is devoted to high 
achools, and the remainder to com- 
mon or grade schools. 

MANUAL TRAINING SCHOOL. 

Of the high school fund, $245,000 Is 
to be expended for the new Manual 
Training High School, at Vermont 
avenue and Fortieth street. The site, 
which comprises about ten acres, cost 
$48,000, the architects charges amount 
to $12,250, and the equipment and 
furniture, it is estimated, will cost 
about $25,000. The plan, which is 
handsome, calls for a large central 
bullding and two wings, one for gen- 
eral and one for demestic science. The 
shops will be located in a separate 
buliding, and will be extensive and 
well equipped. An auditorium to seat 
about 100 is a part of the plan. There 
will be ample dressing rooms, and 
stage facilities. The gymnasium will 
be upon the most approved plan, and 
will contain commodious §iockers, 
showers, and all modern equipment 
and paraphernalia. Dr. Everette C. 
Beach, in charge of physical training 
of Los Angeles High School, Olive 
street, Wilmington, Gardena and San 
Pedro, said, in speaking of the new 
Manual Training High School: It 
will have the best gymnasium in the 
West, without a doubt. In addition 
to the I features of a well planned 
gymnasium, there will be a large 
fest room, with an attendant in 
charge for the @urpose of administer- 
ing first aid, in case of injury or dis-

BEYOND THE SKYLINE. By Robert Altken, 
B. Huehsch, New York. (Price 


BOOK, like “Beyond the Sky- 

Une.“ disarms the too critical re- 

viewer. It is evidently unpreten- 
tious, making no claim to be more 
than it is: a collection of short stories 
and sketches—most of adventure in 
foreign lands. It is well printed, in 
large, legible type, on rough paper; 
and, unlike so many recent books, it 
does not require, on the part of the 
reader, the assimilative power of an 
elephant. 

In fact, the book may be taken in 
sixteen doses of, say, fifteen or twenty 
minutes each, for it contains sixteen 
short stories, one different from au- 
other in locale, incidents and charac- 
ters. One story takes place in Mex 
ico; a second, in Brazil; a third, in 
South Africa: a fourth, in the isles 
of the sea (wherever they may be.) 
In one story lovers are happily re- 
united by a Mexican revolution: in 
another, an interloping millionaire is 
gent about his

ness;) in a third, a negro dwart sac- 
rifices himself for the man who has 
befriended him. 

There is enough plot, in short, te 
furnish forth a half-dozen novels and 
melodramas—not to speak of epics, 
high comedies, farces and other small 
meat.of the quotidian fry. The char- 
acters are greatly varied, too, although 
the her. is usually a blond. blue-eyed 
Englishman, woh rides well, shoots 
well, damns the natives, and occasion- 
ally falls in love just as effectively. 
Yet the literary proposition that every 
young Englishman is a superman of 
capability seems to a skeptic (like my- 
self) just as questionable as that every 
Irishman is a Bernard Shaw of wit. 

The work of a master, whom he- 
yond the Skyline” inevitably brings to 
mind, does not err in similiar regards. 
In Plain Tales From the Hin,“ Kip- 
ling’s unflinching eye sees the failu 
and weaknesses of his characters, + 
well as their strength and success. 
What is more, he continually paints 
in background of the hills and valleys 
and rivers and jungles of India; and 
the teeming life is interesting as mere 
pilot. But it is doubly interesting, as 
it seems to be a portion of a civiliza- 
tion with which the author ts so fa- 
millar that he could have written a 
hundred more stories about it if he 
had so chosen. Mr. Aitken, on the 
other hand, seems to know one story 
about one place. It is this lack of 


background that one misses most in 
a book like “Beyond the Skyline.” 

Finally, as one must not forget the | 
ladies, Mr. Aitken's heroines are just 
as bad as Mr. Rideout's. That 78, they 
are too good to be true. One sighs 
for a Mrs. Hauksbee. Yet it is not 
strange that writers of adventurous 
stories should be unable to describe 
real women. Fine shades usually es- 
cape downright persons, Even Mrs. 
Hauksbee fared rather badly at the 
hands of Mr. Kipling. How could be 
be anything but a bit rough? 

Comparisons in this case, however, 
are not only odious, but unfair. Not 
wishing to be either odious or unfair, 
I retire.

R. GRIGGS is widely and favor- 
M ably known as a lecturer of note. 

We have l.arned to expect of him 
not keen research, nor originality of 
thought, but clear and convincing ex- 
‘position of the research and inference 
of other men. Nor is this said in de- 
preciation of Mr. Grigg’s unique and 
valuable public service. Few men can 
hope to be intellectual leaders. Cer- 
tainly, Mr. Griggs has aided power- 
fully in the diffusion of knowledge 
about the great poets and thinkers 
among thousands of people who might 
otherwise have been uninstructed. 

The pecullar powers and limitations 
of Mr. Griggs are seen to advantage 
in the booklet, “Human Equipment.” 
It is at all times marked with sincer- 
ity; its reasoning Is generally accept- 
able, and its moral tone is unimpeach- 
able. (Mr. ves is a red-hot moral 
ist.) It is very Mkely true that the 
great American sin is extravagance, 
and probably just as true that the 
mere accumulation of material things 
does not exalt a nation. It is sound 
doctrine, I believe, that men should 
“hold wealth as obligation, and oppor- 
tunity as duty.“ Yet, somehow, the 
ink-stained reviewer cannot think that 
America is going to the dogs, even 
though as a nation we are extravagant 
(when. we have the money,) and not 
too selfish ether with wealth or op- 
portunity. That the race is morally 
sound is attested by the respected 
presence among us of thousands of 
leaders with whose voices Mr. Griggs 
is in complete harmony. 

While I am at this kind of book (for 
which I have an inordinate antipathy) 
I might as well give Simon N. Patten 
his just dues. 

“Product and Climax” is a sermon 
more than anything else—an earnest 
plea that men who are subjected to 
depression and degeneration should be 
given intenser motives; that the school 
and the library and the church should 
directi¥ minister to their needs, in- 
stead of closing their doors at the time 
when they are most needed; that the 
“lives of the lowly” should be touched 
with that enthusiasm and courage and 
inspiration which together constitute 
“Climax,” instead of being bowed 
down beneath the deadening burden 
of iteration tn all things which goes 
to make Production.“ Nobody but a 
Scotch-Irish Presbyterian could com- 


pose a pamphiet so fervid, and so 
religious.

PRISON REFORM. 


CRIME AND CRIMINALS By Grimith J 
Griffith Published by the Prison Reform 
League Publishing Company, Los Angeles. 

F THE awful records given in 


„e and Criminals’ as facts are | 

true, and if it is true, as you ady, 
that newspaper reporters know them 
to be true, and have seen much that 


is even worse than anything chron- 


licled in that book—have not the pa- 


pers been remiss in their duty to the 
public in suppressing the facts? 

The speaker was a “reformer” of 
Los Angeles, a man wno has been iden- 
tified with every freform™” movement, 
Political, social, and in a business way 
since “reforms” were started here. He 
was honestly shocked at the presenta- 
tions in “Crime and Criminals” which 
I bad requested him to read. I told 
him that every reporter of experience 
had seen many of the (to him) unbe- 
Hevable things and knew of others 
fully as horrible. Then he burst out 
in his attack on the newspapers. 

The truth is that this same man had 
been duly shocked at the same expo- 
sures when chronicled in the dally 
press, but some new fad arose and he 
forgot the ot of the poor prisoner in 
his all-absorbing crusade against ma- 
chine politics, or his efforts to improve 
the civil service examination for the 
position of street sweeper. He could 
no more get himself down to practical 
reform than he could extricate himself 
from his smug holier-than-thou posing 
as a “reformer.” 

Newspapers have long harped on the 
outrages perpetrated in the name of the 
law, and the conditions that have made 
these outrages possible. Many good 
results have followed, not least of 
which are “Crime and Criminals” and 
the organization that pu >lishes it. The 
day will come when the real reforms 
that are advocated in this volume will 
be reall 
have to politicians to hold their po- 
sitions; when a reform“ administra- 
tion will not oust good police officials 
who are honestly striving to bring 
about real reform regardless of politics 
in order that some political henchman 
may have his share of political plums. 
The newspapers of the country are 
werking toward that end, and the 
Prison Reform League is striving to- 
werd the same goal. 

“Crime and Criminals” is a forceful 
presentation of the evils in American 
penology and the need of correction. It 
is not a classic, nor was it intended as 
such. It is a straight blow directed 
against what is generally admitted to 
be the blackest blot on the escutcheon 
of the United States. The book exposes 
outrages perpetrated by police and 
prison authorities that break the spirit 
of prisoners—the avowed object of 
brutal treatment accorded those who 
have transgressed the law or who have 
fallen under suspicion. It is an ex- 
pression of the object of the Prison Re- 
form League to develop the latent po- 
tentialities in wrongdoers, The system 
which is strongly attacked in this book 
has falled, insofar as released prison- 
erg are rurely anything but a weight 
on the public neck. The Hope of the 
league is evidently that these trans- 
gressors shal! be changed into good cit- 
izens. 

Los Angeles and California figure 
largely in the book furnishing many 
examples of wrongs committed by the 
authorities in the war against crime 
and criminals. The book is not social- 
istic or anarchistic—it Is a rather mild 
portrayal of some of the evils of the 
present system. To newspapermen it 
presents nothing new; to the readers 
of newspapers it simply presents in one 
volume what has appeared piecemeal 
in the daily press. But it is well pre- 
sented, and will give the public a com- 
prehensive grasp of the horrors that 
tend to make criminals rather th 
reform them.

LITERARY CHIT-CHAT, 

A good short story is a literary ac- 
complishment, and when I see one (as 
I rarely do) I do not stint my praise. 
Jultan Johnson, author of the play In- 
vaslon, ‘has ‘written a good short 
story for the February Smart Set. 
Without crowding his structure, he has 
included in the “Soul of Sola.” as 
much pilot as is contained in the or- 
dinary novel. By a few flat-brushed 
strokes and the use of high color he 
has set out several vivid differentiated 
characters, and In less than 6000 words 
has carried them to a climax of re- 
markable strength. By inversion, Mr. 
Johnson has proved my contention that 
a novel is generally a padded short 
story. 

No arrangement hag yet been made 
for the publication of such miscella- 
neous work by Swinburne as the poet 
may have left unpublished, although a 
paragraph by Clement Shorter, author 
of “Immortal Memories,“ in the lit- 
erary columns of the Sphere, sug- 
gested that two volumes of miscelia- 
nies by Swinburne would soon be 
forthcoming. Various inquiries having 
been thereupon forthcoming, the poet's 
Uterary executor, Mr. Watts-Dunton, 
in a letter to Swinburne’s publishers. 
makes denial of this news. “TI have 
no idea at present, writes Mr. Watts- 
Dunton, “what I shall be able to 40 
with regard to Swinburne’s remains.” 

Justin Huntly MeCarthy found in 
Chaucer the title for “The God of 
Love,” his latest Harper novel, which 
tells a fictitious story of the love of 
Dante and Beatrice.

of Gen. Lew Wallace, 
whose “Ben-Hur” has never for a mo- 
ment been displaced from its eminence 
in popular favor since first it was 
brought out nearly twenty-five years 
ago, has been further distinguished by 
the placing of a statue in the Capitol 
Hall of Fame in Washington. Present 
at the exercises that accompanied its 
unvelling by the author's grandson, 
Lew Wallace, Jr., were many repre- 
sentative citizens, the Governor of In- 
diana, who accepted the statue for the 
State, and James Whitcomb Riley, who 
read a specially-prepared poem. There 
was a notable reunion, too, of the 
Eleventh Indiana Volunteers, the gen- 
eral's old regiment. It was pointed 
out by certain veteran comrades that 
the representation of the general in 
uniform showed him bareheaded, 
whereas Gen. Wallace was always 
careful about wearing the hat; nor 
could some of them quite regard the 
statue as life-like with no headgear 
to be seen. 


Among the authors who have again 
been returned to Parliament are C. F. 
G. Masterman, an under-secretary in 
the Cabinet. He is one of the big 
young men in present-day English 
politics. When his book, “In Peril of 
Change,” was brought out a year or 
two ago by B. W. Huebsch, it at- 
tracted wide notice and unusual praise. 

J. Keir Hardis is another reéiected 
member whose name is on many title 
pages. Of his books, “India—Impres- 
sions and Suggestions,” lately issued 
here by B. W. Huebsch, has created 
the greatest general interest.

But their memory is short: the 
day following again they snatched the 
blue fish.

Editorial Writer Seores Apostle of the 
Classic and Calls Hie Art Views 
impractical. 

Raymond Duncan, writes John C. 
Freund, in Musical America, arrived on 
American shores on a mission which in- 
volves a radical change in the musical 
structure of the entire civilized world. 
He would repudiate the tempered scale, 
as we know it on the piano, in favor 
of .various forms of natural scales 
formed of the various combinations of 
the natura! overtones of a given note. 
The modern tempered scale in genera! 
use today was a departure from. the 
older, natural modes, in the interest 
of a compromise between them which 
would allow a free modulation 
throughout all the keys. When this 
departure was made it was well un- 
Gerstood that a single note on the plano 
must stand, let us say. for both F 
sharp and G fiat, although in nature 
these are different notes, a “quarter-

Two new transportation factors have 
entered the situation. A dally motor- 
car service is maintained between the 
town of San Fernando and the city by 
the Sorthern Pacific. Motor-car serv- 
ice is promised on the Salt Lake road, 
running through the old section of 
Glendale and entering Verdugo Cafion, 
where extensive improvements are 
under way. 

The independent electric road con- 
necting the Pacific Electric line at 
Glendale with the Los Angeles Rallway 
line in Eagle Rock Valley has been 
operating on Fourth street for ten days 
and opens a route to Highland Park, 
Garvanza and Pasadena without com- 
ing into the city. 

GROWING FAST. 


Glendale itself is growing more rapid- 
ly than ever. Where lots were sold by 
the hundred during the real-estate ac- 
tivity houses are now going up. Real- 
estate dealers say that per cent. of 
the present customers are buying to 
build and that the 10 per cent. buying 
for investment are securing acreage to 
be divided for homes. 

Three years ago the trolley service to 
Glendale consisted of a small car run 
every half-hour, and except for one or 
two trips a day half of the seats were 
vacant. Now the big three-car trains 
are crowded and the trolley officials 
are at a loss to take care of the traffic 
on a double-track line. 

The business section of Glendale, 
in that time, has grown from a cor- 
ner grocery store to half a mile of 
modern buildings. <A business block 
is now under process of construction 
on the old High School site at Fourth 
street and Brand boulevard. A, brick 
building has just been completed on 
the opposite corner, and these, with 
the solid block of stores from Fourth 
to Third streets on the north, give the 
town a metropolitan aspect. Business 
houses are gradually crowding out the 
residences on Fourth street, and are 
grouped in another nucleus at Fourth 
street and Glendale avenue, where a 
brick building is now in process of 
construction. 

NEW PALACES. 

The development north from Glen- 
dale to the Verdugo Mountains is iike- 
wise impressive. Some of the most 
costiy residences in the valley are be- 
ing built in that district. The Pacific 
Electric Company has recently ac- 
quired a large addition to its park at 
Casa Verdugo and is beautifying the 
grounds. General Manager McMillan 
is laying out one of the cafions for a 
private country estate that will rival 
the famous homes of Southern Califor- 
nia. From his residence for two miles 
along the foothills stretches one of 
the most magnificent districts for 
country homes in the world. John 
Brockman, a millionaire, who has re- 
cently come to Los Angeles, is com- 
pleting a palatial residence in the 
midst of a tract of nearly a hundred 
acres. Running far up into the moun- 
tains, he has fenced off a deer park,

richest and most fertile districts in 
the world is in the valley of the Los 
Angeles River. For miles about To- 
luca, Lankershim and San Fernando 
there are and alfalfa fields 
that produce modest fortunes. With 
the Owens River water it is antici- 
that the higher lands will also 
developed. There is not a more 
active agricultural district in the 
county in plans for development than 
this territory at the present time. 


Valley to more serious and general 
attention are many. As a place of 
suburban, foothill homes it is the lo- 
cation most accessible from the center 
of Los Angeles. The electric service, 
because of its favorable route in 
leaving the city, is the best out of 
Los Angeles. Glendale cars are run 
without city stops to Tropico, mak- 
ing extremely quick time. The c- 
mate has tae advantages of being dry 
because of the altitude and of being 
cool because of a constant draught of 
air through the thirty mile trough of 
the valley in the summer time. Much 
of the soll is extremely rich and the 
upper end of the valley is said to con- 
tain some of the best orange land in 
Southern California. Its prospects 
are among the most promising in or 
about the city as it is the natural di- 
rection in which population and im- 
provement will spread. 

There has been no boom in San Fer- 
n. ndo Valley. It has been very little 
advertised and has never enjoyed any 
special efforts of promotion. It has 
reached its present impressive de- 
velopment through the appeal of its 
own particular merits and anticipates 
a steady and more rapid growth from 
the momentum it has gathered.

It has recently become necessary to 
run a large trench through the en- 
tire length of the city, sealed on all 
four sides with reinforced concrete, 
through which is to be laid a strong, 
earthquake-proof water main four feet 
in diameter. This trench, or tunnel 
as it becomes after it is covered over, 
passes immediately in front of the ca- 
thedral. There such a conglomeration 
of human bones was found, in various 
States of decay, that it was impossible 
to tell how many persons es rep- 
resented; but there were enough to 
make a fair-siged country graveyard if 
ow had all been lald out in decent 

er. 

The archeologists and croneologists 
from the museum were summoned, and 
the first opinion expressed was that 
these bones were the Wmains of Az- 


tecs. Possibly they were those who 
were salughtered in sacrifice on 
the Teocali, or possibly those who 


fell when Cortes’s cohorts stormed the 
stronghold of Moctezuma's valiant de- 
fenders. 

TEMPLE ON HISTORIC SITE. 


The cathedral is built on the very 
spot where the heathenish temple of 
human sacrifice stood. It is the sec- 
ond one that has occupied the site, 
the first proving to be too small. The 
present cathedral was begun in 1573, 
thirty-four years before the English 
made their first settlement at James- 
town, in what is now the United 
States. The pile of bones found in 
front of the grand buliding » might 
date back so far that students of an- 
cient things might be excused for do- 
ing a little guesswork before they get 
their bearings. It has been found, 
after a careful investigation and the 
digging up of some ancient docu- 
ments, that the bones were not those 
of ancient Aztecs, but the remains of 
plous people which. once had had a 
semi-decent burial in a cemetery that 
was attached to the cathedral 

The custom that was in vogue then 
in regard to graves still prevails in 
Mexico. You must buy your burial 
lot outright and mark “Perpetua” on 
your tombstone if you want to rest 
there forever. Otherwise, if you only 
rent a lot, your bones will be dug up 
when the lease expires and thrown out 
into a heap with the others who pave 
sought only a temporary resting place. 
So it was with these bones found in 
front of the cathedral, which puzzied 
the seientists for several days. They 
were only a heap that had deen 
thrown out and afterward put under 
ground again when the church author- 
ities wanted to make some improve- 
ments about the premises. 

Gods and golden rings were dug up 
several years ago back of the cathe- 
Aral in la Calle de las Escalerillae 
(street of the little steps, stairways, 
ladders.) Nothing of value except 
bones—and they are valuable only in 
an instructive way—have been found 
recently. Possibly this year, and cer- 
tainly not Titer than next year, the 
International College of _ Archeology 
will be established here, a scientific 
institution, in which at least six 
great nations are interested. When 
the professors and experts from Yale, 
Harvard, Oxford, Heidelberg, Liepsig 
and other institutions of learning 
gather here with the Mexican authori- 
ties we probably shall know more.

DIAZ WILL BE CHOSEN AGAIN. 
A THIRD TERM FOR PRESIDENT. 
@PECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 22.--This is 
Presidential year.in Mexico, yet a 
quieter campaign year could scarcely 
be imagined. President Diaz's seventh 
term of office expires November 30, and 
in June there must take place an elec- 
tion for President and Vice-President 
for the succeeding term of six years, 
The election this year will be the sec- 
ond in which a Vice-President is in- 
cluded. The constitutional amendment 
providing for the election of a Vice- 
President was adopted in 1904, at the 
same time the Presidential term was 
extended from four to six years. 

The man chosen for the position of 
Vice-President was Ramon Corral, for- 
merly Governor of the State of Sonora, 
but at the time Secretary of tee In- 


terior. Unlike the Vice-President of 
the United States, he is not a figure- 
head. Sr. Corral still holds the im- 


portant post of secretary of govern- 
ment, which means more than the po- 
sition of Secretary of Interior in the 
United States. 

It was believed at the time that 
Corral was selected for the ition 
of Vice-President that he was slated to 
succeed President Diaz, and that pre- 
sumption may yet held good. The 
lan might have gone through smooth- 
y had not a terrific campaign been 
opened last year, some fourteen 
months before the actual election was 
to occur, which was directed in a 
large measure against Corral.

WANTS REAL POLITICAL PARTIES 


It undoubtedly was the desire of 
President Diaz to retire from public 
life at the close of the present term, 
and it may be difficult for people liv- 
ing in the United States to understand 
just why he did not keep to this de- 
termination. His action may be ex- 
plained dy the simple fact that his 
desire to bee organized in Mexico real 
political parties failed to materialise. 
The campaign that developed rapidly 
and hotly showed that the politics in 
Mexico ia still almost wholly personal. 
One is either a Porfirista, Corralista, 
Revista, or something else with some- 
body's name attached to it, and the 
platform on which either of the lead- 
ers might stand counts for little. It 
is the man, not the measure, Disap- 
pointed in this respect, Gen. Diaz en- 
tered the race again, and his name 
carries a weight that overbalances all 
the rest, so he and Corral will be 
elected. 

It is true that the leading supporters 
of Gen. Bernardo Reyes, at that time 
Governor of the State of Nuevo Leon, 
were willing to enter him as a can- 
didate for Vice-President in place of 
Corral, but there are several — senrd 
why the supporters of the President 
could not accept him as such. Let it 
be understood that Gen. Reyes is a 

llitary man. His name would not 

ve been put forward had he not 
won great renown as a military com- 
‘mander. On this score, too high praise 
cannot be given him; but into his work 
of civil administration he carried the 
daring and domineering spirit that 
made him successful on the battlefield, 
and this brought upon him the dis- 
trust and enmity of the party of 
Peace. “La Pas” here is always to 
be spelled with a capital letter, for 
it is worthiped by the multitudes as 
a sort of deity of modern Mexico. No 
less was Gen, Dias a great military 
leader, but his administration brought 


that he prides himself more than 
in the capture of Puebla from the 
French invaders. 

REYES BETRAYS CONFIDENCE. 

At the beginning of the century, 
Reyes was invited by President Diaz to 
accept the portfollo of Secretary of 
War. The great confidence thus placed 
in him by the President was betrayed. 
It was found that Reyes was organiz- 
ing the army in his own behalf. Fur- 
thermore, when he found that the 
President desired Mexico's great finan- 
cler, José Yves Limantour, to take 
the reins of government, a bitter news- 

per campaign was opened against 

mantour, which was traced directly 
to Gen. Reyes. Following this ex- 
posure, Reyes left the Cabinet —re- 
signed, the official report says. 

Such things made it impossible that 
Reyes's name should be used on the 
same ticket with that of Porfirio Diaz.

six persons were killed. Who started 
it cannot be said as a certainty, but 
the affair was immediately followed by 
the arrest of all the leaders of tne op- 
position, after which Reyes was elect-‘ 
ed almost unanimously. Since then 
nobody has been killed in an election 
row in Mexico, but the Reyistas were 
making a beginning in that direction 
when precautions were taken to pre- 
vent it in the latter part of last year. 

With the departure of Gen. Reyes, 
there appears to, be little opposition to 
Dias and Corral, or what opposition 
there is, does not seem to be able to 
center upon a candidate. Efforts are 
still being made to organize the Demo- 
cratic party, and it may be able to 
make a beginning in this campaign. 
Probably six years hence parties will 
have been organized for the campaign, 
much as they are in the United States. 
The development will find its principal 
field, however, in the chanibers of the 
national Congress, and not around 
great generals. Already in State cam- 
paigns, with the better educati... of 
the people, there have been shown 
freer and more enlighthing discussion 
of State policies and a gratifying ab- 
sence of personalities. 

Will President Diaz resign after he 
is elected? 

This is a question frequently asked, 
but no definite answer can be given. 
While he is in his eightieth year, he 
is still strong, mentally and physica}- 
ly. There is nothing to’ indicate that 
he will not be able to serve through 
another term of six years. But there 
is a belief that he will find an occa- 
sion to turn over the reins of the gov- 
ernment to Ramon Corral some time 


Corral is an able man, well versed in 
affairs of government and in harmony 
with the peaceful and progressive poli- 
icles of Diaz.

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INSURANCE WORLD. 


The New York Court of Appeals has 
handed down an interpretation of an 
accident insurance policy in the case of 
Clara Schumacher against thereat 
Eastern Casualty and Indemnity Com- 
pany. The court holds that the com- 
pany is liable under the wording of the 

Rey for one-half the principal sum 

death by septicemia, although the 
ultimate cause of death Was not due to 
bodily injury. The company issued a 
policy to William Schumacher ineuring 
him against the “effects of bodily n- 
juries caused directly and indépendent- 
ly of all other causes by external, vio- 
lent and accidental means, which bod- 
ily injuries Or their effects shall not be 
caused wholly or in directly or in- 
directly, by any ily or mental dis- 
ease, defect or infirmity,” and against 
loss of life “when resulting from such 
injuries alone.” Following this and in 
a separate paragraph it insured inst 
“loss of life only, resulting wholly or 
in part from sunstroke, freezing, septi- 
cemia, hydrophobia or the Involuntary 
or unconscious inhalation of gas,” the 
amount payable under this clause to be 
one-half of the principal sum therete- 
fore named. The insured died of sep- 
ticemia, but not as the result of any 
bodily injury. 

Atty.-Gen. Holcomb of Connecticut 
holds that foreign or non-Connecticut 
companies are in exactly the same cat- 
egory as the Hartford companies with 
reference to the insurance statute of 
Connecticut, which provides that no 
fire insurance company doing business 
In that State shall expose iteelf to loss 
on any one risk to an amount exceed- 
ing 10 per cent, of its paid, up capital 
and surplus. Attorney-Generai 
holds that a violation of this provision, 
though done in another State, places 
such a hazard on the com y that the 
safeguard to the holders of its policies 
is weakened to the same extent if these 
risks are assumed outside of the State, 
as if they. were assumed within the 
State. 

Gov. Fort of New Jersey recommends 
that the State authorities establish 
their own insurance fund and take 
from brokers the policies now held on 
State property, which amount to about 
$2,900,000. He takes the unique stan 
that because the State has suffere 
from no severe conflagration in the 
last few years there is every reason to 
believe there will not happen, for sev- 
eral years at least, any such destruc- 
tive fire. If the average ount of 
the premiums pale per annum for the 
next ten years were transferred to an 
insurance fund, he says, we would 
have an abundance to make it reason- 
ably safe to cease to insure the State's 


property. 
A legislative committee has been ap- 
pointed in New York State to investi- 
gate and examine the business and af- 
fairs of fire insurance companies doing 
business in that State. The committee 
is directed to conduct ite inquiry espe- 
clally with reference to the investment 
of such companies, the relations of 
their officers to such investments, the 
relation of such companies and its 
subsidiary corporations, the govern- 
ment and contro! vf sald companies, 
their contractual relatiéns to their 
policy holders, the cost of fire insurance 
and the expenses of said companies. 
Some twenty-five billion dollars of 
life Insurance in various formes are in 
force in the United States, with accu- 
mulated assets of $4,000,000,000. of 
which $3.600,000,000 are held by the le- 
recerve companies. From fifteen 
to twenty million dollars a year is the 
‘toll pald by the life Insurance policy 
holders of this country as 4 result of 
the lack of uniformity in State insur- 
ance laws and practices, declares I. d.

The fight against union-labor wrongs is as much in the interest of the 
members of these organizations as of any other class of men. Indeed, these 
members have more interest in the struggle than those outside. The fate 
of all organized labor depends on suppressing the evi! practices of the unions 
and on curbing the rapacity and the tyranny of the leaders on whom rests 
nearly all the wrong doing of these associations.

(Kansas City Star:] The law enacted 
by the last bkesisiature provides that 
women shall not be employed in laun- 
dries, factories and department stores 
at an earlier hour than 6 o'clock in 
the morning, or later than 10:30 
o'clock at night. It also provides that 
women shall not be employed in such 
places to exceed fifty-four hours «a 
week, or nine hours a day. 

Practically the same law was de- 
clared unconstitutional in New York 
and the Supreme Court of the Unfted 
States declared it unconstitutional. 
Recently the Circuit Court in, 8t. 
Louls decided the law passed by the 
last Legislature providing that wom- 
en shall not be employed in laundries 
and factories longer than nine hours 
a day is unconstitutional. 

“Tt has been held in other States 
and by the United States Supreme 
Court that a law which attempts to 
discriminate between men and wom- 
en laborer is unconstitutional,” 
Henry Jost, first assistant county 
prosecutor, said this morning. “When 
men and women go out to earn their 
living at daily labor the law permits 
no discrimination. Under these decis- 
lions the 9-hour law which is made toe 
apply to women alone, employed in 
factories and taundries, undoubtedly 
is unco tional.” 

“An ¢ was made to enforce the 
98-hour law a4 it applies to women em- 
ployed in laundries and factories, in 
St. Louls recently,” Ruby D. Garrett, 
assistant county prosecutor, said this 
morning. “The Circuit Court declared 
the law unconstitutional and those ar- 
rested for its violation were dis- 


charged, 1 am informed by the State

While the workmen must 
suffer deprivation during a strike, 
they have nothing to lose. When the 
funds of the union are exhausted, the 
striker is supported by contributions 
from other labor organizations. 

Severe material damage is done the 
employer by a strike The factory lies 
idle and euffers depreciation from 
want of use. Production ceases and 
the employer in these days of keen 
is exposed to the danger 
of ng driven out of the market, 
which he has with dificulty acquired. 
As the stoppage of work generally 
takes place at times of greatest pros- 
perity when orders are most numer- 
ous, is likely to lose all his custom 
to petitors. 

This unfavorable position of indus- 
try as compared with labor, which is 
supported by its system of organisa- 
tion, has brought about industrial in- 
suramce against loss by strikes. The 
extent to which it prevails may be 
judged from official statistics just pub- 
lished. According to the Bureau of 
Statistics, there are in all forty-eight 
companies, namely thirteen strike m- 
demnity insurance companies, twenty- 
six employers’ associations for strike 
insurance, and nine in which indem- 
nity is from occasion to occasion 
granted.

Employers’ Association for Indemnity 
for Loss by Strikes (Der Verein 
Deutscher “Arbeltgeber-verbande sur 
Entschaedigung bel Arbeitseinstel- 
lungen) is a reinsurance company and 
comprised twenty membership com- 
panies in 1908. The number of work- 
men announced as employed in the in- 
dustries insured was 411.028, and the 
sum of the yearly wages amounted to 
466,766,996 marks ($111,090,307.) During 
the year reported, claims to the 
amount of 625,318 men’s days were pre- 
sented, chiefly from the metal indus- 
try. The amount of the indemnities 
paid im 1906 was 153,457 marks (836,- 
622.) The indemnity funds amounted 
to 233,579 marks ($55,591,) so that the 
association closed the year with a sur- 
plus of 90,122 marks ($19,069.) spector.
